The licensing committee sit and f 
consider each application separately; 
one may pay $10 or nothing per 
month, while others must pay from 
$300 to $500 per month for a license 
to trade, in one city, in liberal Amer- 
ica; and who knows of this inequality, 
or has hitherto dared to question the 
acts of this irresponsible body?

bill-heads, blank books, posters, show 
bills and other articles, &c. That 
said firm within six months, to wit, 
on. the 26th of December, 1871, iu 
said Territory, being manufacturers, 
have suspended aud have not resumed 
payment of their commercial paper 
within a period ef fourteen day 
which paper is therein set forth; an 
that being in contemplation of insol. 
vency said Kenyon exeeuted a mort 
gage or transferred all his right, title 
and interest in the businoss, material, 
effects and assets of the said Dai 
Review and said job office to the sai 
Fenton, with the intent to delay the 
operation of said bankrupt act; and 
that being in contemplation of insol. 
vency,and within six calendar moaths, 
to wit, on the 17th day of November, 
1871, and at sundry other times since 
then made payments of money to sun- 
dry persons therein named, with the 
intent to give a preference to their 
creditors; and that within six calendar 
montha, to wit, on the 2d day of Na- 
vember, 1871, the said firm being 
manufacturers, suspended, and have 
not resumed payment of their coni- 
mercial paper within a period of four- 
teen days, therein describing the same 
and showing it to be negotiable 
paper. 

The said demurrers dre d 
charge, that said petition is not suf- 
ficient in law, and in this: 

1st, It does not aver that tho al- 
leged bankrupts are manufacturers 
ria the meaning of the Bankrupt

2d. It does not aver that tho notes, 
mentioned in said petition, were the 
commercial paper of the said bank. 
rupts, nor that they wero mado in the 
course of their trade as manufactur- 
ers within the meaning of said Adt. 

3d. There is not a sufficient allegà- 
tion that said mortgage, and the. said 
payments made by said bankrupts, 
were made with the intent to prefer 
any of their creditors. 

4th. That there is no allegation 
that said mortgage and payments weke 
made in contemplation of bankruptcy, 


etc. 

Dth. That there are not suffic ent 
facts alleged to entitle the petitioner 
to the relief prayed for under the said 
Act.

C. M. Hawstey,Justice.—To under- 
stand the questions raised by said de- 
murrers, if becomes necessary to en- 
quire into the nature amd extent of 
the character of a mauufacturer and 
trader within the meaning of the bank- 
rupt Act, 

The character of a trader embraces 
a wide field of operation. Tt is of no 
consequence in whaf ona og Sea 
‘the only question is, does he buy and 
sell articles which aré subject to trade 
and commerce? Jn rc Cowles, 1B. 
R, 42. ; 

Selling horses or other stock or the 
products oʻ a farmer|does not constitute 
him a trader within the meaning ;of 
the Act. But if a farmer buys hortes 
or other stock or products of a fi 
to sell again, and this constitutes’ & 
art of his business, he then becomes 
a trader, and subjects himself {6 this 
provision of the bankrupt Act. In,re 
Chandler, 4, B. R; 66. 

Tho term manufacturer, under the 

bankrupt act has a legal meaning; 

and this legal meaning must be góv. 
erned by legal rules, It is true, that 
every one who manufactures, is Bot 
to be embraced within tho legal 

hrase. A farmer is not to be cón- 
sidered a manufacturer in the com- 
mercial sense, when he confines his 
business to the manufacture of the 
milk of his cows into butter and 
cheese; nor when he converts the 
products of his farm into beef and 
pork. But it does not follow, that 
when he makes it a part of his busi- 
ness to buy milk and manufacture the 
same into butter and cheese, or to 
purchase the produéts of other farms 
and other stock than those of his own, 
and manufactures the same into beef 
and pork, that he is not a manufac- 
turer within the mesning of the dct. 

When the manufacturing becomes 


the principal part of even a farmer’s | prò 


business, which requires him te buy 
articles or productsand to manufac- 
ture them for sale, he thereby þe- 
comes :a manufacturer and trader 
within the meaning of the act. . 
A buyer of leather, who makes it

the meaning of the Act; for theso ar- 
ticles so manufactured are not neces- 
sary parts of tho business of publish: 
ing a newspaper. i 

The petitioner‘avers, that said al. 
leged bankrupts are publishers of 
said nowspaper and manufactiirers of 
books, cards, billheads, ete. Though 
it is not neccessary to decide that tha 
printing and publishing of a daily 
newspaper is manufacturing in thé 
strict sense of tho law, yet my bxother 
Judges have expressed the opinion it 
would be, and I am inclined to the 
same conviction. A newspaper pub 
lication is as much the result of manu: 
facture as that óf books or cards or 
billheads. To make a distinction be- 
tween them, when in fact thore is no 
distinction, would seem to be an utter 
disregard of the objects as well as the 
legal intendment of the Jaw; for they 
buy, manufaoturo and sell. 

The second cause of demurrer, to 
wit, that there is no allegation that 
said notes set forth were the commer: 
cial paper of the said firm, cortainly 
kas no. foundation; for the axermen 
of the petitioner is explicit, that sai 
firm within six calendar months, to 
wit, on the 2d day of November, 
1871, being manufacturers as afore- 
said, suspended and have nót resumed 
payment of their commercial paper 
within a period of 14 days. 

This allegation is in tho language 
prescribed by the 39th section and 
fully sets forth the making and sud- 
pension snd non-resumption of their 
commercial paper for a period of 14 
days. What other or further aver- 
ment is necessary is not compre- 
hended, and wo must therefore hold 
thia avorment sufficient. 

The third cause of demurrer in 
part, is, that the avermont that said 
Kenyon mortgaged his said interest in 
the property named to his ce-partner, 
Fenton, who is made a party defend- 
ant in the preceedings of bankruptcy, 
with the intent to prefer his ssid part. 
ner, seems to be well taken; fora 
transfer of one partner to another, of 
a firm, is not such a transfer that pu 
the property out of the firm in the 
strict sense. The removal of the pro 
erty by mortgage out of the hands ef 
one and into the possession and owner- 
ship of the other partner does not rẹ- 
move the same in legal contemplation 
from liability to the. firm's creditors. 

But the other clause of thig spedi- 
fication, that said payments made by 
said firm within six caleadar months, 
with intent to prefer creditors, is a 
sufficient charge under the Act; there- 
for, this cause of demurcer being good 
only in part and not obnoxiqus to the 
petition in another material point, it 
cannot be sustained. 

The fact, that said payments were 
made to the employees of said firm, 
in their said business, while other 
employees, with the ‘petitioner, were 
not paid, does not relieve, against 
this act, or cause, for proceedings in 
bankruptcy against them. They 
have no right to prefer ono of their 
employees against the rights of other 
creditors whether employees or other- 
wise. The Jaw prefers an cm- 

loyee to the amount of fifty dollats, 
ut this preference must be secured, 
if at all, by aud through tho proceed- 
ings of bankruptcy, and not outside 
of them, or independent of, and ‘in 
spite of the act. 

Whenever a person ora firm find 
they are unable to pay his or their 
debts in full, or his or their commer- 
cial paper at maturity, ib is his or 
their duty to apply to the court in due 
form of law under the bankrupt 
act, to distribute. his or their assets 
among his or their creditors equally, 
without other preference than the 
said act provides. 

But, counsel insist, that because 
the petitioner has embraced certain 
elements of Sec. 35, with those of 
Séo. 39 of the act, therefore, his poti- 
tion in these rupes i$ obnoxious to 
the demurrer. The petitioner mani- 


.festly has a rightso to do These 


two sections must, as they uniformly 
have been, be conatrued by the courts 
together; for in cffect, Sec. 35 so 
provides, as follows: "And if,any 
person, being insolvent, or in contem- 
plation of insolvency or bankruptéy, 
within six months before the filing of 
the petition by or against him, makes 
any payment, salo, assignment, ‘trans- 
fer, conveyance, or other disposition 
of any part of his property to, any 
person who then has reasonable cause 
to believe him to be insolyent, 
ar ` acting “in contemplation of 
insolvency, and that such payment, 
sale, sesignment,” etc. “is made’ to 

erent the siie from being distrib- 
uted under this xót, or to defeat the 
object of, or in any way imptir, 
binder, impéde or delay the operation 
and effect of, or to evade any of the 
visións of this act," etc., the same 
“shali be void," etc The 39th 
section provides, “that any person 
residing," bn "tá, owing debts," 
eto, “being bankrupt or insolvent, 
or in contemplation of bank- 
ruptcy or insolvency, shall make any 


that they must be construed together, 
particularly in proceedings of involun. 
tary bankruptcy. To decide otherwis 
would be a violation of the letter ad 
well as the spirit of tho Act.’ 


The fourth cause of demurrer as! 
signed that there is no sufficient 
allegation that the said paymen 
were made in contemplation of insol 
vency, with intent to give preference 
eto. cannot be sustained; for th 
ayermenta in the petition are, tha 
the said firm, within the peridd o 
six caleadar months, within said Ter. 
ritory, to wit, on the 17th day of, Noi 
vember 18'11, being in contemplation 
of insolyency with intent to give: prei 
ference did make parmons to sundry 
persons (naming them) and at sundr 
other times therein named, withid 
said Territory, and also averring that 
they were manufacturers, etc. <A 
more specific compliance with th 
provisions of the Act could not be 
made than is made by the petitioner. 

The fifth cause of demurrer is à 
general one and goes to the whole 
petition; it, therefore, follows from 
what has already been said that it 
connot be sustained z 

The assertion of counsel, thg said 
notes in said petition set forth werp 
given by said firm as publishers of 
said daily paper and not as manuface 
turers a$ aforesaid, is not borne out 
by the allegation and averments in 
said petition coptained The petitioner 
avers that said firm were manufactur. 


ers of books, blank booke, cards, bill- | City Lots. 


heads, ‘atc,, as well as publishers of 
said paper, and also avers that said 
firm made said notes and delivered 
them, etc, that i#, they put them in 
circulation as commercial paper. 
Thereby the same became their com- 
mercial paper under the Act and un- 
der the law merchant and cannot be 
restricted in its character by the ap- 
pliance of a technical construction 
such as counsel have sought to give 
it. Whether it was uttered by said 
firm as the publishers of said daily 
paper, or as manufacturers of books, 
blank books, cards, billheads, eto, it 
matters not; for the same bein

either as publishers as aforesaid cr|' 


as manufacturers as aforesaid, or as 
publishers and manufacturers as 
aforesaid, it becomes their commer- 
cial paper within the meaning of the 
Bankrupt Act, as well as under the 
law mershant. A more restrióted con- 
struction would be an utter disregard 
of the spirit and letter of the law and 
do violence to the best interests of the 
business community.

The term commercial paper within 

the meaning of the Bankrupt Act in- 
cludes negotiable notes, bills of ex- 
change, negotiable bank checks, 
certificates of deposit used in com- 
mercial transactions known as the 
law merchant In this sense Jon- 
gress used the term in the Act, and 
not in the restricted sense of counsel 
m the argument of this case. By 
usage and by statute, negotiable pa- 
per is to be regulated by custom and 
the law merchant. If a “ banker, 
broker,merchant, trader, manufacturer 
or miner” allows his paper to go to 
protest and suspends payment for four- 
teen days, or if he has fraudulently 
stopped payment, in either case he 
has committed an act of bankruptoy 
A fraudulent stoppage of payment is 
an act of bankruptcy, and his cred. 
itor may proceed against him at 
once, without waiting fourteen days 
But when there is only stoppage or 
suspension of payment, without 
fraud, then the same must. continue 
without resumption, fourteen days, 
nore the act of bankruptoy is com- 
plete. ', 
This provision in the 39th section, 
is so'olear, that it seems strange that 
counsel should insist upon a different

It does not. matter whether the same 
was given for a loan of nioney,for goods 
or to his of their employees, os: other- 
wise, nor whether the maker, acceptor 
or indorser, as principal debtor, or 
otherwise, is liable thereon, if it ap- 
pear in thé petition that ‘it’ is the 
debtor's commercial paper ‘of the class 
enuimerated in Section 39 of the act.

Eptrogs 'Tursuxr:— Having just 
returned from a flying visit to North 
Star District, and being very favora- 
bly impressed with the present and 
future prospeots of the district, I will 
endeavor to give- your readers a brief 
account of my trip and the actual 
worth of the camp. 
After a tedious but withal rather 
pleasant journey (having a goodly 
number of traveling companions) we 


reached the camp, which is situated’ 


some 250. miles in a southerly direc- 
tion fróm Salt Lake City, and imme- 
diately, realized the fact that we were 
in a thriving and lively little camp.

quaintances my attention was directed 
to the several mines in the immediate 
vicinty, the first I visited being the 
Shenandoah Mine, owned by Messrs 
Schonberg & Co, who are working 
day and. night, having already sunk 
upon their shaft some fifty feet, and 
are showing a large body of mineral, 
the width of which cannot be estima- 
ted at present, From present indica- 
tiona the vein seems to be some twelve 
to twenty feet in width and they have 
not found either wall. The company 
have some 150 tons of splendid ore on 
the dump, which will assay $150 per 
ton 


The next mine in the immediate 
vicinity, that is looked upon by all to 
be the richest (or if not at present 
that it will eventually be) is the “Old 
Hickory,” owned by Messrs, Hooker, 


Cook and Adama, situated some four | d 


hundred yards ina Northerly direc- 
tiot from the firstnamed mine. These 
gentlemen are sinking their shaft very 
rapidly, having three shifts of men, 
who haye got down some forty feet 


through a rich and very large body of 


mineral The average assay from 
from this mine, sampled by myself, 
was $125 per ton. 

TheMidias is another good mine 
and, from present indications, likely 
to become a permanent and promi- 
nent mine in the district. The own- 


ers, Messrs. Schoonmaker, Reilly -& 


Cullom, are hard at work having a 
shaft down some thirty feet. The 
average assay will come up to $150 

Next, though not least, comes the 
Miducia, owned by our genial and 
worthy friend and. recorder, Lightall, 
and from which, I have no doubt, he 
and his-associates will ultimately be- 
coine rich. 

Other prominent mines are in this 
district well worthy of mention 
Among them are the Yellow Jacket, 
Clipper, Mary, Josephine, etc., but 
notas yet having had time to visit 
them must defer a description to my 
next visit, when I shall endeavor to 
give you & more lengthy and interest- 
hg account of this promising district, 
as, in my opinion, the day is not far 
distant when North Star District will 
rank among the first mining districts 
in the Territory.

A TRUE FISSURE VEIN. ' 


Itis much easier to determine the 
peculiar characteristics of a true fis- 
gure When ore is under examination 
than to decide and assert that a yein 
or lode is not a true fissure because it 
does not present near the surface, or 
while passing through the cap rock, 
all the necessary features. In giving 
this description I have in my mind’s 
eye the leading veins of Little Cotton- 
wood. 

In general terms geologists define 
true fissures to be chasms or seams 
running longitudnially with the gen- 
eral course of the mountains formed 
by shrinkage consequent upon the 
upheaval of the mountains Whether 
they were filled with the minerals, 
metals, gangue or other vein matters 
before or after the upheaval, is a ques- 
tion not easily determined. Most fre- 
quently a trué fissure divides two form- 
ations, for instance, one wall will be 
granite the other sienite, or, as in the 
Davenport, the hanging wall is lime- 
stone and the foot wall sandstone, 
In this ease the whole cap rock 
is limestone resting upon sandstone 
with the vein between When a chasm 
passes through one formationit cleaves 
the stratified rocks, particularly if they 
zre not tilted but lie horizontally or di 
but slightly. Sometimes, but rarely, 
(in fact, so seldom that it is an excep- 
tion to the rule) a vein is found fol- 
lowing a seam in the stratification, 
where it nearly conforms to the course 
and dip of the fissure; this is called 
a push in the lode And it is my 
firm belief that all the leadiug mines 
of the Cottonwood, American Fork 
and Parley's Park districts will be 
found true veins, In saying this, I 
do not disparage the mines of other 
districts which are, no doubt, of the 
same character, I only speak of those 
I have personally examined, to wit, 
the Emma, Flagstaff, Wellington, 
Lexington, Montezuma, Savage: Dav. 
enport and others. . 

ut, says Capital, how can the 
status of these mines be determined 
without further development? Pos. 
itively, they cannot, but with reason. 
able certainty they may, 
carry cisings different from the sur- 
rounding formation in which they lie, 
showing that they are forced up from 
below and are not an accumulation 
from the recks through which they 
pass, as the Faulbauds of England 
and Germany and the slab Peda of 
Californis—sometimes very rich, but 
more or less irregular aud uncertain’ 
as to permanence. 

In many cases those casings are of 
pipe clay. Another proof is that, 

in irregular as Ae une and di 
the croppings ma , While goin 
down ¢htoush qsoutiutaisias of soil 
and broken rocks, they unite when a 
hard formation is struck and take teg- 
ular walls.
